32 years for CTA murder 


Teen pleads guilty to 
shoving woman down 
stairs while fleeing

Sally Katona-King’s family sat Friday in 
the front row of the courtroom, crying and 
clutching each other as they listened to the 
lanky teen’s explanation for pushing their 
mother down the steps of the Fullerton Av- 
enue “F’ station to her death while trying to 
flee with a stolen cellphone. 

“I thought snatch- 
ing iPhones was the 
safest and quickest 
way to make money 
and support myself 
without hurting any- 
one,” Prince Watson 
wrote in a typed, one- 
page letter. “Now I 
understand what I 
did was wrong and it 
hurted a lot of people deep down inside.” 

As his lawyer read his words aloud in court, 
Watson, 19, hunched forward at the defense 
table with his eyes cast at the floor. Mo- 
ments later. Judge James Linn sentenced him 
to 32 years in prison after he pleaded guilty to 
first-degree murder and robbery in the 2011 
death of Katona-King, a 68-year-old mother 
of three who was a deacon at First Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran Church in Logan Square. 

It was a swift and emotional end to a case 
that shone a spotlight on a surge of snatch- 
and-grab robberies targeting public transit 
riders’ new electronic gadgets, which can 
quickly bring hundreds of dollars on the 
black market. 

The lure of easy cash was powerful for 
Watson. By the time he was charged in Ka- 
tona-King’s murder five months later, he al- 
ready had been accused of committing two 
other robberies on the CTA, even though he 
knew he had killed someone. That aspect of 
the crime continues to haunt Katona-King’s 
son and two daughters, who submitted pow- 
erful victim impact statements to the court 
about their mother’s inspiration and how 
their lives have become unglued since her 
death. 

“It really bothers me after knowing what 
he did to my mom that he kept commit- 
ting crimes,” daughter Eileen Katona wrote.

“This is what makes me feel that he is very 
dangerous because his actions make it seem 
that he had no remorse for what he had 
done.” 

Katona-King’s children also wrote elo- 
quently about how their mother overcame 
a difficult upbringing to better herself and 
help others. 

As a child, Katona-King would often go to 
bed hungry because her alcoholic father blew 


his money on booze. At 8, she was pulled into 
a gangway and raped by a stranger, her fam- 
ily said. She later battled polio, divorced her 
first husband and then while still in her 20s 
endured the fatal shooting of her second 
husband in an armed robbery 

“She had a very hard life, but she had a 
good life,” her other daughter, Kimberly 
Katona, told the judge through tears. “She 
made her life good despite the adversities.” 


The death 

Prosecutors said that on the afternoon of 
March 28, 2011, Watson snatched an iPhone 
from a passenger on a Brown Line train as it 
pulled into the Fullerton station, then pushed 
Sally Katona-King down a flight of stairs dur- 
ing his escape. Katona-King, who was on her 
way to work, fractured her collarbone and 
multiple ribs and suffered brain contusions 
and bleeding. She died a day later.

Fall Out Boy singer Patrick Stump wants to 
make something clear. 

“In no world did my [solo] record not sell 
and my thing flopped and then I go, ‘OK, 
well, m go back to Fall Out Boy’ ” the 28 -year- 
old frontman says by phone from London. 
“[Bleep] no. Whether or not people like [the 
new album], I think it’s audible, you can tell 
in the music that we do that we are happy to 
be making this record. And that’s the kind of 
thing you can’t make out of obligation.” 

%u can say that again. On “Save Rock and 
Roll,” out Tuesday the rejuvenated Chicago 
band’s first album since 2008’s “Folie ADeux,” 
Fall Out Boy sounds fearless and inspired, 
committing to a different, less guitar- and 
drums-based sound that feels more precise 
and successful with every listen. 

Earlier this year the group announced the 
end to a hiatus that began in late 2009 and 
led to Stump releasing the Prince-influenced 
“Soul Punk,” bassist/lyricist Pete Wentz start- 
ing the electronic outfit Black Cards, and gui- 
tarist Joe Trohman and drummer Andy Hur- 
ley participating in hard rock supergroup The 
Damned Things. 

Stump, who says FOB always planned to 
return but needed to find a new approach to 
their music and each other, in particular re- 
ceived a shocking amount of animosity from 
FOB fans unhappy with the other parts of the 
musical identity he explored on solo work. 

“It was like standing in front of a hockey 
goal, just getting pelted in the chest with 
pucks for hours,” he says. “It toughens you 
up a little bit. There’s going to be people who 
don’t like this record, and that’s cool. They ex- 
ist and I exist, and we exist parallel.” 

“I’m happy,” he adds with a laugh. “I think 
that’s a result of that kind of experience, I 
suppose.” 

Before officially restarting FOB, Stump 
and Wentz met in mid-2012 to write, but the 
songs didn’t seem right for the band. Later, af- 
ter more writing and small discussions about 
a relaunch. Fall Out Boy met in New York to 
discuss terms of the group’s second act. Now, 
Wentz shares Stump’s new sense of perspec- 
tive, noting via email how different his writ- 
ing is at age 33 compared with 23, and that he 
wouldn’t change anything that led to where 
Fall Out Boy is today Says Trohman, “Our

collective growth, creatively, taught us to em- 
brace the human aspects of making music. 
Part of being human is to err.” 

In February FOB made its onstage come- 
back at an immediately sold-out Subterranean 
show, where fans— many desperately sought 
tickets on Craigslist— shivered outside for 
hours. Stump, who grew up in Glenview but 
now spends most non-travel time in L.A. 
(“I’ll never think of Los Angeles as home,” he 
notes), says the show was a blur. 

“I was so nervous and weirded out that I 
don’t even remember it really,” he says, noting 
that he expects the band’s May 16 appearance 
at Riviera to be a stronger version of what the 
band is now. “I’d like to really enjoy [a show].” 

Stump was still in his teens when FOB’s 
“Take This to Y)ur Grave” took off in 2003 af- 
ter the band built buzz around Chicago and the 
suburbs, playing shows at the Fireside Bowl and 
Knights of Columbus in Arlington Heights. 

While the FOB members grew up on stage, 
the band released three Top 10 albums (in- 
cluding the chart-topping “Infinity on High”), 
Wentz married and divorced Ashlee Simpson 
and eventually Stump says, the group lost pa- 
tience with one other and lost excitement for 
their music. He adds that the solo projects 
were necessary to recapture that spark for Fall 
Out Boy and to find “the right mind-frame” 
for the new album. 

One thing that will probably never change 
is fob’s polarizing nature. Stump, an excep- 
tional vocalist who began as a drummer and 
says he “never really saw myself as a singer,” 
says the band’s divisiveness is a result of 


people’s preconceived notions. “When you 
wanted an emo band and we weren’t that emo 
band, it pissed you off,” he says. “When you 
didn’t want that emo band and you heard that 
we were that emo band, it pissed you off” 

He welcomes criticism, just a particular 
kind. “There’s a huge difference between, ‘Hey 
you know what, that new single isn’t for me,’ ” 
he says, referring to a recent fan comment on 
Twitter, ‘And [shouts], ‘Y)u [bleeping] sellout, 
you should go kill yourself and your whole fam- 
ily should die and get AIDS, you idiot!’ ” 

Yes, he got that sort of thing for “Soul 
Punk” (he does want to do another solo al- 
bum, by the way), and hopes fans realize 
they don’t have to love every one of a 
band’s albums. 

“That doesn’t mean that I was 
pissed off at him when he put out that 
record,” Stump says, laughing. “That 
doesn’t mean that I was like, ‘Well, 
that’s it. He doesn’t know how to write 
songs anymore.’ It was, ‘Oh, you know 
what, this particular piece of art isn’t for 
me, and I’ll wait for the next one.’ And 
the next one came out and I loved it!” 

Asked if fans therefore shouldn’t send' 
hate mail or take personally any frus- 
tration they feel toward “Save Rock 
and Roll,” Stump responds, 

“Well, hey, they can send 
the hate mail they want, 
they should not be taking it per- 
sonally There are way bigger things to worry 
about it in the world.”

GUITARIST JOE TROHMAN

On how the development of the band’s sound 
changed the way he plays: It allowed me 
more room to do some of the things I do natu- 
rally, as well as try some brand new things. I’ve 
employed a lot more effects and atmospheric 
guitar playing. I really enjoy sonics, constantly 
changing up sounds and the idea of making a 
guitar sound like, well, not a guitar. I’ve done a 
lot of that on “Save Rock And Roll.’’ I also was 
able to employ some of my abilities as a pro- 
grammer and synth lover. So I got to have some 
fun with that too on this record. People would 
be surprised as to how much I love synths 
and drum programming outside of just guitar 
playing. 

What makes him feel old: Some of our fans, the 
newer ones, were born in the late ’90s. Some 
may have even been born as late as 2000. In 
’99 I was stealing smokes from the convenience 
store and drinking mixtures of wine, beer and 
vodka while listening to Kyuss, busy being the 
worst type of human even a teenager. These 
kids, they were being born. That shouldn’t be 
weird, but it feels weird. Because I’m not old, and 
yet, to them. I’m ancient. 


On the challenge of adapting his drumming style 
to songs more likely to inspire dancing than mosh- 
ing: It hasn’t been too difficult as I grew up listening 
to hip-hop and electronic music as much as I listened 
to metal. One thing that’s always been important 
to me is to try and build a tool kit, drumming-wise, 
that was diverse and wide-ranging in terms of what 
I played. Being the drummer of Fall Out Boy, and any 
other project I’ve ever done, is most importantly 
about playing for the music. Staying out of the way 
when it’s needed and playing more when it makes 
sense. So, in that, it hasn’t changed at all. But it’s defi- 
nitely always evolving in terms of what I’m playing. 

On how surprised people are by his soft-spoken 
nature: I suppose people do sometimes not under- 
stand the seeming disparity between my onstage 
personality and my public personality in the press. 
But I feel that I am definitely a louder, more outspo- 
ken person with those I am close to. So it’s not that 
big of a gulf between the two personas. Talking in 
interviews and being on TV doesn’t always feel natu- 
ral to me, so I am really shy in that context. Being on- 
stage and recording is where I am most comfortable 
and confident, so it does bring out the Animal in me 
(the Muppets version, that is). 


BASSIST/LYRICIST PETE WENTZ 


On what he learned during Fall Out Boy’s 
hiatus and what effect that had: I learned a lot. I 
am not sure how much was tangible teaching vs. 
just reacclimating to life as an adult human. It felt 
good to just hang out, go to the beach, drive to 
preschool. I just hadn’t been able to get my head 
around really basic things like that from being on 
tour so much. 

On how often he thinks about the old days 
of the band (we mention an interview we did 


10 years ago at a Panera): Still got love for that 
broccoli cheese bread bowl. I think about it a 
lot-the past, that is, not the soup. I’m in so much 
more calm of a place in my life now that it makes 
reflecting back kind of easier and harder. It’s 
hard for me to understand some of the stuff that 
I felt back [then] because I think my head was 
just in turmoil so much more then. ... One day it’ll 
all make a great story to tell someone-not that 
they’d ever believe half of it.
